It  is  no  wonder,  then,  that  most  of  the  members  are  anticipating  with 
eagerness  their  first  chance  to  vote  for  a  president  of  the  United  States  in  i93i.  Nor 
will  they  be  found  wanting  in  judgment,  for  they  know  that  “he  serves  his  party 
best  who  serves  the  country  best.” 

The  college  was  honored  at  the  state  convention  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters 
by  having  one  of  its  delegates  elected  an  officer  of  the  state  unit.  This  is  the  second 
time  Keuka  has  received  this  distinction.
